State prison officials to begin talks 
about providing tablets to inmates 


Media services would 
come at a hefty cost

In an effort to reduce recidivism, 
the Indiana Department of Correction 
will negotiate with a company to pro- 
vide tablets packed with educational 
and entertainment materials for all in- 


mates, free of charge. 

But there’s a catch: Most services 
would carry a hefty price for access, 
according to a bid recommended by 
the state — with a 10-percent cut of 
the profits shared with IDOC. 

Renting a movie? $8. 

Buying a music subscription? $25 
per month, compared to $10 for the av- 
erage consumer buying Spotify. 

Even podcasts, which are free on 
the outside, would cost $9 per month.

Education issues remain

The Indiana Chamber of Commerce 
wants the state to raise the smoking age 
from 18 to 21, the group announced Mon- 
day as part of its legislative agenda. 

The proposal is part of the chamber’s 
plan to decrease the state’s smoking 
rate. The chamber also wants employers 
to be able to screen out potential hires 
for tobacco use, eliminating what the 
group calls a “special privilege.” That 
would mean employers could choose 
not to hire a smoker. 

The chamber announced its initia- 
tives in advance of Tuesday’s ceremoni- 
al organizational day for the Indiana 
General Assembly, which will get down 
to business for its 
annualsessionin DE 
January.

“There is not a reason we shouldn't 
be able to debate this, but I just look at 
government intrusion with a little bit of 
a cautious eye,” Hershman said. 

Last legislative session, the House 
proposed increasing the cigarette tax in 
order to raise money. Health advocates 
saw it as a way to discourage smoking. 
The initiative failed to gain momentum,
